CoLUHBUB, O., MajS.— The 
oonrt hat announced the syllabtu in the 

case of P(!tf!r Hixson vs. John Burson 
et al., comniissioiuTK of Athfiis couuty 
Error to the circuit court of Atheji 
county. Tho court places itself on roc 
ord in the following langnage: 

First— Under Section 86 of Article 
of the eonititntlon, theconstltntionality 

of an art is (Ictcriiiiiu'd by tlic imtiiro 
of its subjict iiiattt'r, its operation and 
effect, and not iiloiu- by itH form. 

Second— The act of 'May 16, 1894, en 
titled "An act to authorize the oonnty 
oonuniaeioners to provide for the con 
■tmotion, improvement and repair of 
pohUo highwaya," 91 O. L. 7'i'J, is un 
constitutional in this, that its subjcc 
matter is Kcneral, while it.s operation 
and effect uro lo<-al. The second sylla 
bus of the state ex rel. Hibbs vs. com 
missioners of Franklin couuty, Ji.") Uhio 
St. 4")S, is overruled. 

Third— The act being uncoustitntiou 
al, the contemplated road improvement 
can not be made Utwfol by a TOte in 
favor thereof by the peopl* feo be affect 
ed thereby. 

Judgment rerened and oanae re 
manded. 

It is said by leading lawyers here 
that this decision will entirely invali 
date all the ' little local" bills that were 
rushed throagh the legidatore nnder 
the frandolent goise of being general 
in form, and that it means that every 
one will have to fall under the law. 
This is the most far>reaching decision 
•rar promulgated by the snpreme 
ooort, and will do more to compel the 
general assembly to conform to the con- 
stitvtional reooirements that all laws 
shall be of nnuorm operation, than any 
other decision ever rendered. 

This decision of the court puts in 
danger every local law on the 8tatnt( 
books and renders the holdiiiK of a con 
stitutional convention imperative. 1 
is even said that the Cincinnati water 
works law will b« affected by this de 
cisiou.

New Yokk, May — R. (}. Dun & 
Company's weekly r<!viewof trade says: 
As the season advances there is more 
business, but advices indicate that on 
the whole the prevalent feeling is that 
the gain is less than there is reason to 
expect. Whilo retail trado has been 
active enough to materially lri»sion stocks 
and obligations, and thus to prevent n 
great many threatened embarratisments, 
it has not yet brought euougk new bus- 
InSiS to mills and factories to prevent 
daONasQ of unfilled orders and closing 
of some works. Sabstautially the same 
itate of things exists in all the great in- 
dustries, notwith s tan din g the strong 
combination in some, and evidence w 
inadequate consumption appean la tha 
foot that the general range of prioeefor 
commodltiee, f«rm and mine as well as 
manufactured pvodnots, is nearly 1 per 
cent lower than it was April 1 , and the 
lowest ever known, the decline since 
October, 1892, being Iti.? percent. 



piKhfh, rnon^.n rrceipi" nH* ."Trs^oros- 
jiocti still favor lower prices, and ac- 
cumulated stocks of unsold goods are 
very larKe. Wheat has declued 4 > s 
cents for cash, with better accounts of 
winter and rapid seeding of spring. 
With only two months of the crop year 
remaining there is little to eucouia)^.* 
hiKher prices. Silk has weakened a 
little, owing to the overloading of Jap- 
anese dealers. Wool is weaker, the 
wool year closing "with the greatest 
quantity of wool on hand ever carried 
at this season. April sales were smaller 
than in any mouth since June, 1894. 
Exports continue both of dOBMStiO and 
foreign wool, and sales by manufac* 
turerd who lack orders to continue pro* 
dnction. Woolen goods have not im- 
proved in demand, and flannels have 
opened 6 to IS per cent lower than last 
year, though the material decrease of 
production has given to other men's 
goods a rather stronger tone. Dress 
goods are helped by the restriction of 
foreign imports, but the assochition re- 
ports that on the whole wool machinery 
18 not more than half employed. Some 
cotton mills have censed production, in- 
cluding one large printing estabhsh- 
meut, and stocks on hand still increase, 
though for brown gcjods there has been 
a better legitimate demand, and great 
quantities of ginghams have been 
moved by drives at prices low beyond 
all i)recedent. The decrease in ilup 
ment of woolen goods from I'^uiope has 
been quite marked, and stocks in waie- 
house are large and increarHing. 

Large jiurcha-^fs of lakt' ore by the 
principal consuincis. contracts securing 
(•(jutrol of low jilio-ptionis ore anil lower 
rail rates tfi Chicago for Coiinellsville 
coke in order to compete with I'oi ali iu- 
tas coke, are tlie mam features in the 
iron industry, ljut tlie revival of demand 
is yet deferred. Higlicr prices for nails 
have caused active buyiiit,' fur the week, 
but large consumers decline to contract 
as j'et for bars, and the rod combination 
has fallen through. Middlemen still 
sell steel billets at |l!t at Pittsbug 
against $20 asked by the pool, but t!io 
stock available is said to be only 30,(JO0 
tons. Structural prospects are gcx)d, 
but in other brandies the demand is less 
active, and Bessemer pig is weak at $13 
at Pittsburg. The anthracite coal con- 
cerns have advanced the prloe 98 cents 
per ton. 

Failures for the week have been 238 
in the United States, against 281 hut 
year, and 81 in Canada, against 84 last 

year.

New Yokk, May 2.— Dr. A. .^lonroo 
Lesser, executive surgt'on of tlio Ked 
Cross hospital in this city, has received 
a letter from Miss Clara Barton dated 
Constantinople, April 12, in, which she 
says that contagious diseases have 
spread very much at Zeitoun and Ma- 
rash, in the interior of Anatolia. Tim 
first news of the trouble, Miss Barton 
says, camo from the assemblage of for- 
eign consuls at Zeitoun to Sir Philip 
Cmrie and a request for me to try and 
reach there with help. 

The patients ore in need of every- 
thing, and as the mountainous roads 
were impassable, being covered with 
snow, eight physicians from the medi- 
cal college in Bevrout, Syria, under the 
direction of the cUstinKuished American 
physician. Dr. 0. Y. Harris, volun- 
teered to go and attend to the patients. 
Miss Barton writes that Dr. HuDbell, in 
charge of an expedition at MMrash, tel- 
egraphed that more doctors were need- 
ed and that a great deal of medicine 
and concentrated food were also need- 
ed. The diseases prevalent are typhus 
and trphoid fever, smallpox, dysentery 
and the death rate is very large.

ClEVKLAWD, May 3.— The quadren- 
nial session of the general confereiK e of 
the Methodist Episropal church, which 
will be in session fur one month, wa.s 
called to order in the Central armory 
yesterday. The building has been lav- 
ishly decorated for the occasion, and is 
an ideal meeting place for the confer- 
ence. Tho delegates had been arriving 
for severiil days. 

Three thousand people were in the 
hall when the meeting was called to 
order. On the floor were white men 
and block men, and delegate from cold 
Norway and Sweden and from tropical 
India and Japan. Nearly every country 
ou the globa was represented. 




BISnOP BOWMAX. 

The conference was called to order at 
9 o'clock by Bishop Bowman, tin- oldest 
of the Methodist bishops. Bislioji Bow- 
man announced that the Bible wliich 
will be used in the services is the one 
wliich wa> u>ed by John Wesley in hi> 
study in Kngland. This historical 
treasure was presented tO the confer- 
ence some years ago. 

P.i>liu|) Niiid,. read from this book the 
]0:!d ps.ilm. P.isliop Vincent read the 
hymn, after winch prayer was offered 
by Bishop Foster. Bishop Foster jirayed 
that iiersoiial ambiiioti might be stilled 
and that harmonv should rule. The 
Rev. Willi.uii Burt of Uoiue. Italy, fol- 
lowed in a reading of the scnpturi's. 
after which Bishop Taylor of Africa 
read the hymn. The Kev. Dr. Uphani 
of Drew tiieological cemetery otl'ered 
prayi'r, which ck.sed the devotional ser- 
vices. 

The usual committees were appoint- 
ed. There are four accredited \\ . 'ne ri 
delegates to tlu' conference, and tln ir 
admission will cause one of the hottest 
lights t ver wagetl in tlie conference. 
The woman question came up immedi- 
ately after the apiK)iiitnient of the com- 
mittees, and the battle was conimenceil. 

In the afternoon district conferences 
were held and members of the commit- 
tee of ;il were appointed. Of the 14 
district conferences seven declared un- 
conditionally for seating the women 
delegates and two others gave one dele- 
gate each to the same cause. This 
makes a vote of 17 to 11 in the commit- 
tee in favor of seating the women. 

A reception was given the general 
conference in Oentnl armory iu the 
evening. The delegates were welcomed 
bpr Mayor McKissou on behalf of the 
city, by Horace Benton on behalf of the 
committee on arrangements, by Rev. 
Charles F. Thwing on behalf of the 
sister churches of Cleveland and bv 
Rev. Dr. Levi Gilbert on behalf of tho 
Cleveland Methodists. Responses were 
happily made by General James T. Rust- 
ing of Trenton, N. J., and Bishop 
Charles H. Fowler of Minneapolis. 

Tho work of tho committees will bo 
among tho most important of the con- 
ference. That on episcoxMtoy will h:tn- 
dle the questions relating to the bislio])s, 
including that of adding to their num- 
ber for work in the houiv and foreign 
lields. That on judiciary will handle 
all questions relative to legal matters. 
That on itinerary will woilc on tlie 
proposition to take tho time limit away 
and allow pastors to remain in any one 
charge as long as they niiiy do good 
work. The work of the coinniittees on 
revision of discipline and temperance 
will also 1)0 of the utmost iniin irt.in< e.

PROCEEDI NGS OF CONGRESS. 

Sraiatleaat Dahat* in the Seaate and bet 

Little Done in the Uoimp. 

W.^siiisiiTON, May 2.— The debate in 
tlie senate yesterday was of a dramatic 
and sensational character, recalling the 
famous Ingalls-'Vocrhees contest some 
years ago. Senator Tillman of South 
Carolina again brought his unique per 
sonality into the debate, his speei h l i> 
ing the first of any length since liis 
memorable maiden effort, atta<-king 
public officials high and low. While he 
spoke yesterday the silver pitchfork re' 
cently presented to him in the west was 
conspicuously displayed on his scarf. 
The senator used the blimt words char- 
acteristic of his utterances, arraigning 
the president and cabinet officers with 
unsparing criticism and personal in 
vectivo. He also addressed himself per 
sonally to Mr. Hill and Mr. Sherman 
and drew from tho former several sharp 
rejoinders, while Mr. Sherman declined 
to be brought into a coutroversy with 
the South Carolina senator. 

Mr. Hill sjioke freely and frankly of 
his differences with the otHcers of the 
administration, and in ])arti('iilar re- 
ferred t() the gi-icv(nis mistake, as he re- 
garded it, of Secretary Carlisle in not 
supporting Senator Biackburn when the 
latter was tho nominee of a Democratic 
caucus. The senator di.sc'ussed internal 
jiarty affairs, urging harmony and the 
termination of venomous assaults by 
Deinocrats on a D(>mocratic iiri-sident. 
He spoke for two hours and wa* ac- 
corded the closest attention. The di'- 
bate attracted a great crowil to the sen- 
ate wing iii th(i Capitol the greatest 
since congress assembled, hlliiig th" 
senate Ifralleries and overflowing into 
the comdors where long lines of people 
struggled for admission. 

In the Iloiige. 

Washin((to.\, May 2.— The house 
again devoted the major portion of the 
day to debate ou the bankruptcy bill. 
Several amendments were offered but 
none adopted. A bill to provide for a 
delegate in congress from the territory 
of Alaska was defeated, 44 to 60. 

A bill was passed to authorize the 
free importation of foreign exhibits to 
the Tennessee exposition, and the re- 
port in the contested election case of 
Wilson vs. MoLaurin from the Sixtli 
South Carolina district, confirming tho 
title of the sitting member to his seat, 
was adopted. 

At n p. m. the house recoss 'd for the 
usual Friday night se>-,ion. 

Thi'ie were no incidents at the even- 
ing M ssion of the house. Twenty-one 
luivate pension bills were acted favor- 
ably upon, the record for this session of 
congre.sK at a Friday night s(\ssioii. 
Among them were lulls to pension t!ie 
wid<nv of the late tieiieral W. H. Kn- 
noi hs of Ohio, who was a member of 
the J^.ffy-second conj^ress, at if.'iO per 
ino#.n. anil Kli/.abeth T. Beall, the 
w idow of the late Benjamin L. Bi-all, 
colonel (jf the First United State- cav- 
alry. Colonel r.eall was in the revolu- 
tionary army and tlio benefloiary of this 
bill is !)4 years of age.

The Ruler of Porsia Shot and 
Instantly Killed. 



HE WAS ENTERma A TEMPLE. 

The AiRniiiilii Wmk DUgulHcd an h Wiiiiian. 
Hie Name I* Mollah Kesa and Is Snp« 
poMd to B* rroin Babeo— The Mews 
Cenflmed at the State Department In 
WaiihlnKtou, 

Teberak, Persia, May 2.— While the 
shah was entering the inner conrt of 
the shrine of Shah Abdul .\/im, 
miles south of this city, yesterday, he 
was s>».it by a revolutionary f.iiiatic, 
whose name is .MoUah Keza, and he is 
supposed to be from Babec. He wos 
arrested after he hod committed the 
deed. 

Much discontent has existed for Fome 
time through the dearness of provisions, 
partly caused by the excessive issue of 

copper coins. 

Considerable alarm prevails liore and 
Prince Naib Es Sultaneh. third son of 
the late shah, has retired to his polaoo 

at the request of the government. 

Nas<ir-ed-I)ui, sli.ih of Persia, was 
born April Is-.'n, ami suceeeiled to 
tho throne on Seiitember 10, l^ts, oti 
tho death of his father. He was 
crowned at Teheran. Dctobei- jo. is-in. 
and liis valialid, or heir apijarent. is hi.'i 
eldest son, .Muzuf-er e<l-Diii. who wa.S 
born March ','."». is."):!, and h.is four sons 
and 1.') daughters. 

Tho form of government in Persia, in 
its most important features, is similar 
to that of Turkey. All the l.iws ore 
based on the jirecepts of the Koran, and 
the power of the shah is absolute. 

Teheran, tho Capital, hos a population 

of JIO.OOO. 

The ,1, pnlation of Persia is estimated 

at '.I. 1,0(10. 

The dead monarch was well known 
in Kurope, having visited the chief 
cities some years ago. Ho was a re- 
markable ligtiro, from tho fact that 
he generally appeared at social func- 
tions wearing from $10,000,000 to |20,- 
000,000 wortia of diamonds and other 

jewels.

NEWS rea ches ' LONDON. 

An Article In The Tlinen FiirnUhet a 

CitiiKe for the A«Hit4itiiiitiii>ii. 
LoNDo.v, i\Iay — News of the assasi- 
nation of the shah of Persia reaches 
here in dispatches from Teheran, but 
details are not given. It is known that 
the shuh was arranging for a great 
celebration of his accession ou May 6. 

At tho Persian legation in this city 
thu opinion is expressed that the mur- 
der was tho deed of a fanatic and was 
not the outcome of any e.-]iecially de- 
signed niovcTiient. Bui accoitlinj; to a 
dispatch wlucli has ben received here 
from Teheran, via Sr. I'eiersliurg, the 
assassin was a iiiembi r nt' tlie l!abi 
secret society, a ciiiiiinal association 
which has liiiherto made attempts upuu 
the shah's lifi'. 

An artich' in The Times ..n the late 
shah calls to mind that at tlie beginning 
of his reign he jiut to death by thou- 
sands the members of the Habi sect, 
whose crusade against the corruption of 
the public and private manners in Per- 
sia was .so popular as to become a men- 
ace to the goveinnn nt.

taccesUons For 8«l«otliic asd CoOktac 
TtMs* Tabars— Appatlslag Brsalrftists. 

VoT laige potatoes should be reject- 
id. They are nsnally hollow hearted and 

tmsavory. 

To b<jil potatoes, have tho water boil- 
ing lirst luid slightly salted. Cut off the 
tips (.f tholr cuds aud throw into the 
Killiug water. When done, drain and 
shake, holding the cover down firmly. 
Bet back upon tho stove for a minute, 
nnd they will bo dry nud mealy. In tli(^ 
Fpring iHitut(X'S sliould stand iucoM wa- 
ter a few hours before u.sini». Ma.shed 
pototocs look much ulcer when done 
with a patent masher. Baked potatoes 
are improved by first boiling them 
(skins on) for IS minntes, then putting 
them into the oven. Alway.s liavo a 
quick ovon for baking i>otat< e;5 and turn 
them over onco or twice while baking. 
A meat pie is for healthier if, instead of 
tho usual crust of rich pastry, • potato 
orost or cover is used.

A CELESTIAL BORQIA. 



The Wicked Nun of Nang Poo, Who Became Wife of 
the Emperor of the Middle Flowery Kingdom. 



Thoro Is n great iloftl of literature, good, 
bad and Indifferent, prlnoipally tbe Utter, 
iB China. How maeb of the lo called hit- 
lory ii reliable we have no moans nf tell- 
ing, but It !■ safe to aMtune thnt in thlH 
rcKiHct our nelgbborn of th« orient uro 
quitu at* (tccurate aa the more self sulBoleut 
people of the oooldent. 

From the days of the great pblloaopher 
OoB Woo Ctm till the present time there 
to M character In Chinese history nboiit 
which we have more ruliablo dntn than 
that of Woo Chi Tien. 

If a Clilnaman in Europe or America 
baa a dozen books la hi* library— and a 
majority have many more, for Chinese 
books are cheap, and, after their fashion, 
the Chinetr i\rv renders — tlio two thin pa- 
per volumes that tell of the life of the fa- 
mous eniprewaN nuo to ba anoag the 
number. 

I have recently completed, with the aid 
of my friend Wong Chin Foo, well known 
In New York city, a translation of this 

wonderful story, a synoi)sls of wlilch Is 
Bubniltteil. Ly Khtin was one of the best 
known kings of the great Ming dynasty. 
He consolidated the empire from the bleak 
bills of Manchuria on the north to tbo 
tropic plains of Slam on the south. 

Ly Khan won by force of arms. He held 
and consolidated by a eh im-ncy that made 
friends of his foes uml an earnest Industry 
that made the arts of pnjduetlon more 
honored than tlie destriict ive arts of war. 
Ly Khan made friends of the snri-otinding 
nations and welconjed all forei^iiiers who 
had skill to take tip their honn s in I'eklng, 
which, up to this time. Lad been a capital 
unwcjrthy of tbs grsat Mlddlo VIowscy 

Kingdom. 

Th(( sea along the coasts was white with 
ships. The canals were alive with boats. 
The roads teaimd with richly laden l)iifTa- 
lo carts, whose happy drlvir wing through 
the dust. The granaries were Imrsting 
with food. The factories wore mu.slcal wltli 
the whir of wheel and the clang of sidn- 
dle. There wore fat herds on the hills. 



poor schoolteacher who lived near I)y. 

Wlit ii he returned to the caiilffil, the nun 
Woo t'hl Tien disturbed his peace, ko lie 
tent for her and she becaino his chief wife. 

Shi! was resolved to control the emperor 
nn<l slie did HO, for he gave her all power. 
Woo Chi Tli n gave the gr<«at offices to her 
friends and llUed the palace with her spies. 
A few months after tier marriage she was 
secretly told that Win Tn, the liead wife 
whose place she had taken, was about to 
become a mother. She at once accused the 
uninrtunat4i woman of conspiring against 
the life of Ly Khan and had her thrown 
into prison. 

In the prison a son WM born, and this 
child Win Ta confided to tba OMo of a 
faithful Manchnrlan sarrant, who secretly 
fled with It to tba north. That nigbt the 
mother died. 

That she might the better control the 
old emperor, Woo Cbl Tien bad bUn re- 
moved to her own prlTate apartments and 
without ber oonsent even the mostftdtb- 
fnl generals and ooancUors eouMnotsee 
him. She permitted the attendance of phy- 
elclans, but she allowed no one to admin- 
ister medicine bat herself. 

She took care to make friends with men 
who might be useful to her parpoae when 
the time came, and against those who 
complained of her eondool bsr vangeance 
was swift and cruel. 

At length Ly Khan died, Mid great was 
the grief throughout the Mlddlo Flowery 
Kingdom. The news of his di ath was ao- 
comimnied by his last i)roclanmtion. duly 
attested, In which he appointed Woo Chi 
Tien Ills siJcees.sor and begged, as a last 
re'iuest. that his faithful subjects sliould 
oI)ey her as they had him. I'p to this 
time women ha<l had great liillueru'e in 
the .ilT.ilrs of the kingdom, but one had 
never sat on thi' throne. 

Woo Chi Tien caused her gn at grief to 
hi> piibll-hcd throughout the land, and slie 
jiroKiised to devote her life to can-ying out 
the wis.hes of the dead ruler. In the mean- 
time she lianished or destroyed all the 
other wives and conciiliines. and gradually 
she idae,.<l men, sworn t<i do hor blddng, 
lit the head of all th<> provinces and In all 
pusitious of iiowvr und tcu^t.

Metal and rich gems poured up from the 
mines. In se.isou the slojies were white 
with cotton, and the mulberi-v trees bent 
under their loads of precious cocoons, The 
tea lil.iiil liaii iii \erlHen so fragrant or 
abundant .i-^ in the reign of Ly Khan. 

Poverty h.kd lied the land. J'e.Tce and 
plenty linked arms and ruled. The .unhl- 
tlon of eoni|iiest was dead, and in the con 
tentment that comes of amply rewarde d 
effort all class di.^tlnctions wen^ gone. lie- 
ing iierfectly liapiiy themselves, tta^ poor, 
If such there were in a realm where want 
woa unknown, felt no envy of the rich, if 
rich there war* where povsny was un- 
known. 

Hut lieeaiise their emperor was not hap- 
py there was a cloud in the sky of his de- 
voted people. 

Ly Khan had concubines Innumerable, 
after the custom of the times, times which 
in this respect liave not eliauged. He Imd 
also four wives — one from the oast, ono 
from the west, one from theauuth, und the 
youngest and best beloved came from Man- 
churia and the country of the heroic black 
Hags. The fiivortte wife was the bsantiful 
Win Ta. 

But the emperor and his people were 
saddened because he had reached the oge 
of 70 and yet tba gods had sent no heir to 
the throne. 

Many years before this men coming from 
Hindustan and claiming to be the, sons 
of Buddha had established a oonvent In the 
Nlng Poo mountains, not far from the 
capital of tba Middle Flowery Kingdom. 
In this oonvent were gathered from all the 

{irovlnoes the fklrsst maidens of the realm, 
t had been the custom for centuries for 
the emperors to visit the great oonvent on 
the first of May or the day when the blos- 
soms give promise of the greatest fruitage 
rnd the pi opie and priests make offerings 
and pray fur the inorwMa and ountinuauoo 
of life. 

Although ill, old and heavy of heart, 
Ly Khan resolved to ii...ko at the appoint* 
od time what he believed would be bis last 
visit to the convent of Nlng Poo. Great 
were the preparations for the reception nf 
his majesty. The pal/Hi'iuln be.ui r c.»r- 
ried him along blossoming avenues iti 
whoso flowery depths gay plunioged birds 
sang, but their volues were s.hrlll compared 
with the flute tones of the nuns of Gail- 
tania.

.She bani-hed the eunuchs ;ind all the 
(dd SI rvaiils Ironi the palace and filled 
their jilaces wUli handsome young men 
and swuriiis of dusky dancing girls fnmi 
the south To enlarge the jialace parks 
(•he tore down till) silk factories and with- 
out compensation destroyed the homes of 
I tlie tollers, ^ba built hanging gardens 
where the markets liad been, and she did 
not hi sitali' to destroy a temple where she 
thoU).;lit a iileasuiv lake would hi' better. 

Woo (Till Tien invited magiii.ins and 
actors and innsielans from all the world. 
To the caplt.kl Hocked roliliers and adveii 
tiirers. The priests were banished or 
made to hold tlieir]ieace, 'I'lie wlieels and 
spindles were heard lei more In I'eklng. 
The buffalo carts runibled no more 
through the streets, 'i'lie voice of trade 
was silent, while the voice of pleasure rang 
ever thnuigh the palace and parks. 

Soon the treasure left by the I'lnperor 
was exhausted. On Icirnlng this Woo Chi 
Tien sent fur the great ollicoru and ntsked 
them: 

"Wliere did this money come from?" 

"From revenues and taxes on the peo- 
ple, " tliey replied. 

"And the people remain?" 

"They do, O most beautiful ruler of 
the stars." 

"Then go out and tax fhom." 

"Hut they are taxed now." 

"Tax thorn still more." 

"They win complain." 

' ' Destroy the first that complains and t h n 
others will take warning and seal their 
Hps," was the command of Woo Cbl Tlon. 

And so the taxes were made heavier, and 
when the poor people complained they 
ware obargod with treason against the 
empress and executed. The foar of death 
did close the Hps of the people, but this 
but added to the bate In their hearts. Out- 
side the g«y palace there was no Joy. The 
workers toUsd with bowed heads and 
thought of the happy days when a kind 
hand gnided affairs. 

Woo Chi Tien learned of the discontent 
and ordered all the schools to be closed. 
"Learning teaches men to think, and 
thinking lends to doubt, and doubt to 
misery. The gods meant the poor tu toll 
for their masters. " This she said Mid all 
thfijchagls woEfiLill enoe olused 



Meanwblla tba years passed on. Misery 
ino r saes d In tba bind and riot never ceased 
In the palaoa. Woo Cbl Tien remained 
still young and beautiful, while those who 
tried to Imitate ber shriveled np and died 
In tba funwoaa of passion. 

After 18 years a rumor came down from 
the bleak bills of Manchuria that there 
was up there a youth whom the people 
r.'dled tba son of Ly Khan and his wife 
Wan To. Woo Chi Tien knew of the birth 
of this child and had given orders tn have 
it strangled. The Ijody of a murden d In 
fant was shown her at tlie time and she 
was content. The story of the young 
prince ran, though an effort was made to 
suppress It ihrough the kingdom, and by 
night the people met secretly in th(« silent 
temples and prayed for the coming of ono 
whom they regarded as a divine deliverer. 

Wise I ven in her reckless dissipation. 
Woo Chi Imd strengthened the army, and 
by great f.ivors kejii tho leaders on 1m r 
side. A revolt broke out lu Manchuria 
under "tho impostcr." ■s*»,lie called the 
young prince. Woo Chi ^*len knew the 
Importanci; of checking this rebellion at 
once. She summoned a great army, and 
when the day came for It to march she 
nionuted a fine horse, and, dn^csed In 
armor and holding ahrft the ilnmlng drag- 
on Qag of the Middle Flowery Kingdom, 
she rode down tba lines of the army, call 
Ing out: 

"I am your empress! I will share yotir 
danger and lend you against the impostor 
and the rebels of Manchuria!" 

She looked so beautiful and brave that 
the whole army was thrilled. And when 
she rode at the head as It marched north 
even thoee whom she bad so cruelly wrong- 
ed were llllsd with a temporary admiration . 

The young prince was now over IS, hut 
a life In the mountains bad matured him 
and Inured bim to arms and hardship. 
The servant who carried bIm off tba night 
of his birth bad with him the proofs of the 
child's descent. A secret society was 
formed to care for the boy till the time 
was ripe to assert bis claim. 

The march of the empress was rapid. 
They came up with the rebels In time, and 
unwisely on the part of the prince's ad- 
visers a great battle was risked and 
fought. Woo Chi Tien was successful, 
and the rebels were scattered. 

Tho next day a young man dressed a,4 
tho princo, and with the arms of Ty Khan 
on his jewels, was found wandering in the 
hills. He declared he was a slieiilierd, but 
his dresH contradicted that, so he was exe- 
cuted, and Woo t.'lii Tie;i, sal i-^Iied t hat she 
had crushed the I'ubcUlon anil destroyed n 
dangerous rival, hurried book to the capi- 
tal. 

Again night was turned Into day and 
pleasure ran riot, nud thb'axcs of the peo- 
ple were increawd, bsoauMwf the war It 

was claimed. 

Hut the story tnld by the lad whom Woo 
CIil Tien executed was true. The young 
jirlnce had become sejiarated from his 
eonipaiMons. ami it was the shepherd who 
Insi.-ted on a change of dress, in the hope 
of saving his young master. 

Woo Chi Tien enjoyed a few more years 
of peace and riot. In the meantime the 
s.ifety of the prince was known to his 
friends. Secret societies of his adherents 
weri' formed throughout theejuplre. Gov 
eriiors entered into the conspiracy. The 
army was corrupted. Then one day came 
when the whole Middle Flowery Kingdom 
was in a state of rebellion. 

Woo Chi Tien wis among the first to 
re.'ilize the danger. The cttpltal h!»d been 
strongly fortified and into this she gath- 
ered the faithful. 

A few weeks and under tho banners ot 
Ly Khan the Second, as ho was now 
called, a groat array besieged Peking. Aft- 
er repeated assaults the place was carried 
by storm and Woo Chi Tion was seised 
Just as she was about to end her own life. 

It mors the romance of this story, but 
It Is consistent with Chinese methods to 
record that Woo Chi Tien and her advisers 
were wrapped np In Inflammable material 
and the night of their capture they were 
placed on the walls and, like living 
torches, burned to death In sight of the 
people they had so wronged.

It is 
now occupitd by William Giimmon, 
who is a lineal descendant of the origi- 
nal Meeker, who held his patent from 
thf ornwn.

To the red lueu of the Dominion were 
allotted lands to the extent of a Rqnore 
mile for each family. The Indians chose 
their resenrations themselves. No at- 
tempt was made to confine them to the 
reservations, however. They were al 
lowed to roam and to bunt freely over 
the great northwest, for which Mr, 
Traiit takes f^reat credit iu bcii^ilf nf 
Canada. If the Canadians, lunvever, bad 
had a thickly crowding wliite popalation 
hungry for land, moving heaven ami 
earth to get it, tho problem would liave 
been very difTerent. 

Aa it was, tho Indians of Canada bavo 
always had plenty of room. The whites 
were kindly dispost il to tlieni. At flieir 
own request the sulo of intoxicating 
drinks was prohibited on their reserva 
tioMs. Tin y took kindly to eivilizatinii, 
aud at i>re.seut own farms, and many of 
them are very fair agricnltorists. The 
younger oik's gn out to service among 
the wiiite jiciiplc — the boyH as farm- 
hands, till' girls doing housework. These 
yonug Indians have many of them a 
good common school odncation. 

Canada is to be congratulated on this 
plea.sant solution of her Indian question 
At the same time the Indian problem in 
Canada was nothing like so cnnplicated 
as it lias bicu iu the United .^tates. The 
diflfeieiictt is tho dilfrreneo between 
fi.OOO.UOU white people aud 70,000,OUU.

DatlM to Vaint C»ttl*— DsncriptiiMi of 
FKlattoSi That Is Kext to Seeing Them. 

It ha* been my good fortune nod a 
factor io my ednoation to meet the bril- 

liiiDt artiht, Mrs. Charles Vj. L;ik; y, who 
Is nmkiiig New Yurk cltylu r tniiiinrary 
art liDiiio. lu Jiir (luwii tu'.vn studin I 
have Gcen thv noble cauvusts, the retiult 
of her Nvoi k in Eorope— in Paria, Flor- 
ence and Luoduu. 

Hra. Lakey ia a ptipil of Van Marcke 
(in fact, the only privato pupil ho pver 
had). She has follinvcd his c.vainple 
ratlicr tliaii his exuiniilcs and created 
for liernelf, or raihir evolved from her- 
■elf, hor own style. Her verve and orig- 
inality impreued her natter, aecus- 
tomed aa he waa to aenrile Imitation, 
and he advised Ler to si t k i;n iiiwie tui- 
tion froiu toiu'hers, however named, but 
Jo ^ive all lier heart Ici nature, tlie only 
teacher the needeti. Thus he reodgnized 
her great talent. 

Ai a girl Mrs. Lakey scarcely sus- 
pected the nattiral bent of her own tal- 
ent. Her early elTorts in art were exclu- 
sively idyllic, Clnudelike studies. In 
those early days it is dimhtful if she 
painted a cow at all, save as uu appru- 
priate feature of a luudscape, not ill the 
least aa a masterful motif. 

Aa a obild Mn. Lakey longed for 
nothing BO mach as to paint, only to 
paint I When she was 6 years old, her 
childish geu(<ri«i)hy, lier spelling manual 
were paiuted to the full. Margins to 
pages there were nonet It was alia story 
of the artist, red, white and blue. But: 
her father hud determined to make a 
mathematician of her. Woe to the 
friend who should eucunrufte what he 
considered i.rolitlcss jastinie — the old 
story of Jacob, whosH aiubitiou for liin 
K u was sheep sheariug, while God's 
goal for the boy was to walk among the 
•taxa. Bo the palnti wer« bonie away 
ftom her. 

Kow the question cnme up, How to 
Ret them? "I had jih uty of writing 
paper," says Mrs. Lakiy, "but the 
paints! I stole over to a neiglibnring 
farmer one day and begged 'jiui tu buy 
some paints for me at the distant tuwu. 
The farmer refused. Hah, he little knew 
the thrill that went throufth my childish 
heart aa I walked hrmie, .-lowiy, across 
the fields. I would manul'ai'ture niy 
paints I I ski])ped and daueed tlie rest 
of the way. 1 liad a piecu of ganibtige. 
There was my yellow. There was an 
old bottle of blue ink in the house. I'd 
mix them and got green. I stole out 
into our garden, gathered an apronfulof 
red 'four o'clocks, ' s(iuee/.ed, and pound- 
ed them in a handkerchief, and behold, 
I had a tublespoouful of gorgeous red 
liqaid I I had a palatt* now. Yes, and 
I kept my ohildiab ean open and heard 
Mr. Henry, a friend of my father, aay 
that if you take unbrowned cofTeo and 
break the wliiie of an egg over it and 
let it stand l)i hours you will get u 
brilliant green. I stole uway tu cutlee 
and the hennwy, and I got green.

"I believe," aays Mrs. Lakey, "I can 
never be thankful enough for the free, 
open nir life on horseback my father al 
loW( d me, roaming along the great 
jdains where our great herds ti eatt 
Were feeding. I watched and watelird 
the foreground, the middle distance, the 
grand perapeotive. I believe I felt the 
first dawning deahr* to paint oattle 
then." 

(iradually Mrs. Lakry felt her domi 
nant virile power iiuicken in the dark 
Her first large canvas, "Landscape Witl 
Cattlo," betrayed instantly "a subtle 
grasping at the aeoret of bovine charac 
ter and ezprenion, patting her well on 
in the ranks of American cattle paiut 
ers. " Tlieu followed the years abroad 
and their patient, exhausting and ex 
haustive study. It was in her studio in 
Surrey. England— nay, it waa in the 
meadowa of England's bait (that idyl 
i of the "open") that the two great pic 
tures were paiuted, "The Right of Way" 
and "Loader and Herd," exhibited at 
Gonpil's, in New Boud street, London 
I They have wrung from chary .uni cau 
tious critics wide and open praise and 
adjectives two hands high. "The Right 
I of Way" is a lieroic canvas 9 by 14 feet. 
I [t depicts a proud, big creature, a bull 
I Df line race, witli the lierd cmniiig ou 
through a cool meadow laud. He has 
the "fight of way." If you are wise, 
' fon will not oonteat it with him after 
1 3ne glance at hia eye. 
I I have had the pleasure of a private 
view of her pictures uuw in New York 
sity. "Ju^t In bloom" is a canvas 10 
by 18 inches only, but it is crowded 
with the whole of a May morning, that 
evaneacent moment coming but once, 
that tender, pathetic blossom time that 
shiiost before you can breathe it is yes- 
terday. This woman paints with such 
an out of doors I Tlie hreezo is across 
her work. You blink in her sou. You 
stand with wide opened oyea of startled 
joy and a queer working in your throat 
in her meadowa mad with May, just in 
bloom I A young heifer is crossing a 
po(d. She is waiting a moment as if 
listeiiiii;^ — these dear, dumb, siiniilo 
creatures are near^'r to nature's groat 
heart than our complex humanity — lis- 
tening to the creak of the little door that 
lets the little bloaaona oat. The apple 
blossoms are a disordered delight of 
color glassed in the pool in wliich the 
blue May sky finds mirror. 

This M omau, so powerful in her han- 
dling of animal life, \» agrwl landiMp* 
ist as well. 
In "Alone" how abe can dip ber 

brushes in dreams! It is a piotore Of an 
unftnced meadow, a lonely meadow, 
with little streams crawling into the 
night shadows that are deopeuiug 
ocross the lone expanse. One tree on 
the edge of the poola— alone. The night 
will be down in a moment, and it will 
be a black midnight. The picture is one 
to which Daobigny might proudly have 
signed his numo. 

"The Yoang Mother" is a simple 
eaPTaa darignadly aa Youth ia frank, 
ingenaoaa, ainoere. There is nothing to 
hide. A wide meadow, a distant fringe 
of trees, a June sun overhead, with 
bright scurrying rainolouds — the young 
mother will have a drop or two on her 
baad in a nisata if aba doean't look ook. 



She IS Jymg in the meadow with he? 
flrat calf close to her dear nose. She has 
just stopped licking ita ear. There la an 
anxious little look in ber head bent for- 
ward to listen for a step. Note how 
si)lcndidly the for«'slHirteiiing is done. 

Uut it is in my judgment in t)ii> pic- 
ture called "From Pasture to Pool" 
that her geniaa moat folly declares it- 
self, not only in the values, not only in 
her knowledge of the habits of cattle, 
not only in the perfect harmony between 
landscape and subject, not only in llio 
great painting of water and trees which 
suggest the work of Corot and Daubigny 
at their best, without one idea of servile 
imitation, but in the atmospheric charm 
of the whole, which could only atream 
out of a beaatifnl and gifted nature. In 
thi.H pool are reflected the heavens 
beyond the mere frame. In this picture 
one is forced to see lieyond the mere 
brush work. It posseEscs that spiritual 
quality without which art is poor. Art 
is not photogxapby, deaoribing things as 
they are. Art lifts the veil and reada the 
inner meaning of nature and its ttfccts 
upon tlie seer. The man who sees is the 
artist, the author, tlie poet. Tba man 
who sees greatly is the genius.

"While tht! train was waiting at (lar- 
rett I walked around and was on the op- 
posite side of the cars from tho doi)ot 
when It started. I got on between thaust

two oars. Just m I got on I mw sereml 
men and hrard one of them whisper, 
'That's the messenger, boys.' I tried to 
get off, but theyolosed In around me. One 
of them struck me In the faoo with tho 
butt of his roTolver and others hammered 
me with their fists. Then th«y went 
through my pookets, took my money, 
watoh and ohaln, palled off my overcoat 
and took even my hat and my handker- 
chiefs. 

"Then the fellow with the tautk told 
them to throw me off. I begged hard, 
but tlie leader repeated his command. 
The train was passing over a trestle. The 
mon seized me, and I fought hard with 
tbom. There wore six. Instead of five, as 
reported, but I wasn't going to bo thrown 
off without a struggle. I stood them off 
anyway till I got off thut trestlo, and It 
doubtless saved my life.

When tho message was received at 
Bremcti, the marslial of that place got tg- 
gother a iiosso of ten good men to arrest 
tho outlaws. 

As t!ie train aiipro.ached the town the 
engineer saw Il\ii men with drawn revolv- 
ers standing on tho plat form. Hi' brouubt 
the train to a stop, with the front end of 
the express (^ar, on which the robbers wi-m 
rldintr. in ar thi> armed posse in waiting. 
'I'lir roljlii rs wero covered and ordered to 
.suri( nili r and to give up their outllt— 
crowbars and other tools and n quantity of 
dynamite. The outlaws submitted to ar- 
rest, and the ten ollicors started to march 
them to the p(dlco station, 

H.-ilf a block away from the railroad 
statli>n one of them strui^k an ollicer to the 
ground with a club whic^h he had concealed 
under his coat. Immediately all made a 
break for liberty. Tho oHicord ojicnod fire, 
and tho robbors returned it. For 100 yards 
a running fight was kept up, In all aljout 
85 shots being fired. Two of the robbers 
wero brought down by the bullets from 
the revolvers of the officers. Ono was 
probably fatally shot. Two sucoeeded in 
getting away. 

The bandits wen waiting for a favor- 
able place to bold up the train and rob the 
express oar. If thsgr had not waited too 
long, thoy might have been suooessfal.

A New South Wall's Scinitlst Advnnres n

of iceberg's. As is knrivv n, th-' ntmil i r 
of iceb( rgs met with bet>vten the ea; e 
of Goo.1 Hope and Australia differs 
greatly, being much more nnmerons iu 
sumo yean than in others. Thero has, 
f' T ( xai:ii;le, within tho pa.'st few years 
l>i 1 11 a very largo accession of enormous 
ict 111 f'.rs, and it lias been suggesti d as 
lui explanation of this thut unusually 
heavy fulls of snow may account for it 
by accelerating the motion of the ioe. 

Mr. Rossell, however, assures us that 
the circumstances forbid the acceptance 
of this view, because tho niotion of the 
glacier d' pt'iids mainly mi the ikclivity 
down which it is descending, and that 
docs net alter. The piling np of Know 
could not in one year oatuw such a 
marked Increan in the rate of flow ns 
wimld be ncces.sary to account for the 
ouormnus increaso in tin- number of ice- 
bergs which ajipear from tini(> ti) time.

V.'luu theno burst forth in iruption, 
and by that act shake tho forc;.shores, 
tho icebergs are broken oft from the gla- 
ciers. Tills view is to some extent con- 
finned by the rejiort of tho Unit'-d 
Stat»'S hydrograjihic oftioe on the tloat 
in{f ice si i ii ihiruiK and IsiK! in tht 
south Atlantic east of Cape Horn. In 
that report it is stated that tho icebergs 
wen of such size that they could not 
have been formed on imall, low lying 
islands, but only on a largo continent, 
where glacic'r.s of great height oould 
form. — Pittsburg Dispatch.

Ift Was Written Tlirro Uhjh Aftmt UM 
tie of ITort 8amt«r. 
[Bpeelal CorreopoiKtenee.] 

Cli.\ni,i:sToN, S. v., April 21. — Tin 
first soii^; <if tiie war, a di tailed descrip- 
tion of the liattleof Fort Sumter, was 
written by Duuiel Ottoleugue in this 
city n few days after the battle, and Mr. 
Ottoh librae thus di .scribes the battle and 
tellii about the song: 

It wonld be vexy easy for mo to say 
that I took port in tlx' battle. >f Fort 
Sumter, but aaldld not I prt fi r to state 
frtinkly that I l(M)ked at tho fight from 
the Charleston Datc ry — not a battery 
full of frowning ge.iis, but Cliarli stoii's 
iH'autiful jironieniule, from which tlure 
is a fine view of tho harbor aud of the 
ocean beyond. 

About f ur miles tn the eii-tward 
ItaudH Fort Sumter, surrounded by wa- 
ter. On the nii^tof April 11, 18G1, 
everybody in Charleston knew that Ctth- 
eral BennrPRnrd intended to oiicn tire 
on Fort .^uiatcr at about daybreak on 
the next morning. Soutli Curoliuu had 
passed the ordinances of secession in De- 
cember, IbOO, aud was now ahont to 
make a still more dangerous move on 
the political cli< sslmard. .Taim s L. I'rti- 
gm, tliegreatist .'^outh Carolinian tlicn 
living, was till- only man of inlluence 
in the Stat"' who had his wits about 
him, and lie remarked that all of the 
people iu South Carolina ongbt to be 
confined in Innatio asyltmiK Tlio great 
lawyer was right. All of us were non 
compos mentis, and, as for my single 
self, I was f>ue (,f till' wor^t lunatics of 
them all. A short time befor<' daybreak 
April 12, IStil, boom! went the gim 
that threw the signal shell from Fort 
Johnson on James island. Then boom, 
boom, boom! from the other gnn.i in 
that fort; then more booming from the 
,*>ti v( IIS ii-' ii bati' iy on ]\lorris island; 
then 11 di afi niiig roar from Fort Moul- 
trie, on Sullivan's island, echoed by the 
guns of thu floating battery at the 
"Cove, " near the boat landing, and re- 
reliocd by tho booming of the gons at 
tlu' four gun enfilade about an eighth of 
u mile nearer to Fi>rt i\Ioultrie. Next 
came an unphiiisant roar from Mount 
Pl( as.mt. Soon tho balls wero flying. 
But Fort Sumter had not yet fired a sin- 
gle shot, and no one ooold imagine the 
oaose of ita atrange silence, for it was 
well known that no brarer soldier ever 
lived than General Robert Andenon, 
who was in command. 

It was learned aftt r the battle that 
tfasN waa no lamp oil iu the fort for the 
CMSBMBt lamps, and it waa therefore 
tow^UlwdajrUglii V^iar 



soon dawned, and then did grim Stunter 
belch forth smoke and flame and shot, 

bnt Anderson had no shell, and thus it 
was that "nolxKly wo,'? hurt, " for in liind 
the Carolina batt« ries the iik ii were well 
jiroteoted against solid shct, and when 
shells wero tiirowu too thickly into 
Sumter, Anderson's men found a refuge 
in the bombproofs. Tho fort conltf not 
have been taken if General Ripley had 
not forced rc d hot shot f n m Moultrie, 
and these heated ball.-i st t lire to some 
woiidi'ii buildingi in the fort, and An- 
derson was compelled to surrender, as 
the powder magaiine waa in danger of 
explosion. 

As to the song, I was oxclfed, as were 
all Cliarli stonians, and I "drojipMl into 
lioetry" time days after tlie battle. 

I do not claim that th( re is any merit 
in tlu! sung excipt that there is more 
truth than poetry in it, but as it was 
undoubtedly the first song of the wnr 
and OS I am its author I may add that I

Among the num(>r- 
ous advantaps set forth in its behalf 
arecleanlines.-, iioi.selessness, durability, 
elasticity, freedom from slipperiness, 
whether wet or dry, and moderate cost. 
Unlik(^ wood, too, it is nonabBorhent 
and consi (pu ntly inodoroua It presents 
the minimum resistance t<t traction, and 
Ix'ing ( lastic under liii.ssing loads dcres 
iwaj- with the vibration caused by 
heavy teaming. The blocks are imbed- 
ded in tar and rest npon a concrete 
base six indies thick. When taken up 
for examination, they have e'khibited, 
when t.iniiiand with new ones, a re- 
duc< (I thi( km ss by wear of less than 
one-ei^'lith inch, this in the case of a 
sectiou of a Loudon street leading to the 
Great Baatem railway station, subjected 
tocontinuotu heavy traffic, the blocks 
laving been iu use nearly two years.
